San ity In Ath letics 
A new athletic conference tc be based on an 
agreement among the presid ents of fou r Clev e­ 
land colleges mark s the spread of the East’s 
Iv v Leagu e d octrine into the Mid d le West. 
The d octrine is simply that athletics shou ld 
be part of the college cu rricu lu m, not a series 
*of spectacles staged for pu blic appeal and fi- 
‘ nancial profit. 
Most of the colleges in Clev eland hav e tried 
to get into the spectacle bu siness at one time 
or another in the last q u arter of a centu ry . All 
of them hav e seen 
the ou tcome of pro­ 
fessionalized athletics either on their own 
campu ses or the campu ses of other institu tions. 
It alway s brings abou t a d istortion of the 
college's fu nction of well-rou nd ed ed u cation. 
Professionalized athletics inv ariably tu rn into a 
j tail that wags the acad emic d og. Only a col­ 
lege or a u niv ersity willing am' able to d eal 
with the problems that grow ou t of lend ing its 
{.name to an aggregation of pu blic entertainers 
jj tind er relentless pressu re to win shou ld fool 
tw ith professionalized athletics. 
; 
The mov ement to mak e a clean break with 
the practice is spread ing. It started in the East 
with the Iv y Leagu e whose members, signific­ 
antly , were also among the first to ex periment 
with the pu blic entertainment possibilities of 
su bsid ezed athletes and big-time coaches. There 
wil lcontinu e to be colleges and u niv ersities 
willing to lend their names to the staging of 
I pu blic spectacles; there is big money in it. 
It is reassu rng to see institu tons weary of 
try ng to resolv e the issu e between ov er-empha­ 
sized athletics and u nd er-emphasized mental d e- 
, v eJopment getting ou t of the entertainment bu si- 
* ness and into their proper bu siness of fu rnish­ 
ing athletic instru ction and phy sical training 
to 
*all stu d ents who want them. 


T h e Army-McCarth y Hearin g s 
There hav e been times since the beginning of 
the telev ised hearings on the Army -McCarthy 
issu e before the Senate Permanent Su bcommit­ 
tee on Inv estigations when it seemed nothing 
else of interest was happening in the whole 
world , 
Bu t it shou ld not be ov erlook ed that much of 
the ex traord inary interest in these hearings has 
cea: ed to be in connection with the charges and 
cou nter-charges and is connected , instead , with 
an appraisal of a fu nction of gov ernment which 
is being rev ealed to millions for the first time. 
, It wou ld be an u nd erstatement merely to 
say that most v iewers are astonished by their 
first look at an inv estigativ e hearing. They are 
d isconcerted , becau se what they are seeing is 
not m fact a ty pical hearing at all. There nev er 
has beer another one lik e it. 
It is half legislativ e hearing and half legal 
trial. There is a weird ad mix tu re ©f ru les of 
ev id ence and ru les of catch-as-catch-can. 
The hearing has nothing remotely to d o with 
getting back grou nd information for the pu rpose 
of passing a law, which is the primary pu r­ 
pose o? most legislativ e hearings. 
It is only v agu ely connected with any thing 
which might prov e to be illegal, which d istin­ 
gu ishes it from su ch a hearing as the Teapot 
Dome inv estigation of 1924. 
What it is, in effect, is a rev iew before tele­ 
v ision cameras of a bitter clash between offi­ 
cial personalities. It may be a prev iew of what 
is in store if pu blic figu res in this repu blic 
mak e a practice of airing their d ifferences v ia 
telev ision — and to say the initial impact is 
prov ing to be d iscpncerting to aq , astonished 
pu blic is only to ack nowled ge what lately has 
been sc obv iou s that the participants, them- 
selv « -« , are concerned abou t it. 


Shape Of T h e Fu tu re 
Near.y one-half of the popu lation of the United 
States liv es in 174 of the nation's 2,800 cou nties. 
In a few of these 174 cou nties, mu nicipal gov ­ 
ernments, themselv es, are cou nty -wid e in scope. 
Bu t in most d ensely -popu lated cou nties, there is 
a d iv ision of responsibility between the central 
mu nicipal gov ernment and the cou nty gov ern­ 
ment, which is responsible for ev ery thing ou t­ 
sid e city limits. 
These cou nty gov ernments are u nd er strong 
pressu re to increase su ch serv ices as fire and 
police protection, zoning regu lations, garbage 
serv ice, street lighting and , throu gh proper 
agencies, pu blic ed u cation. As pressu re grows, 
the shape of the fu tu re becomes v isible. Cou nty 
gov ernments will perform u rban fu nctions in 
maay cases; they are beginning to d o this now. 
A few hav e au gmented their cou nty board s with 
ex ecu tiv e managers. 
America’s cities are the back bone of ind u s­ 
trial prod u ctiv ity and wealth, besid es being the 
focal points of cu ltu r and all forms of social 
activ ity . Their natu ral grow’th cannot be stop- 
ped by artificial bou nd ary lines and legislativ e 
restrictions.

Family 'Pact' M ig h t So lve Pro b lems 
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What’s wrong with telev ision, 
any how? Why can’t it d o a good 
job for the k id s? Does so mu ch of 
it hav e to be mu rd er, may hem and 
med iocrity ? Don’t any of the pro­ 
d u cers and sponsors of telev ision 
programs hav e child ren? 
These q u estions mu st k eep pop 
ping into y ou r mind if y ou are a 
parent and hav e a TV set in the 
home. 
Other more 
specific q u estions 
are: What can be d one for a 
child who has TV-ind u ced night­ 
mares that she is trapped behind 
the Iron Cu rtain? How abou t the 
boy who prefers to glu e his ey es on 
the Ind ians galloping across the 
TV screen instead of ambu shing a 
few himself ou t in the back y ard ? 
How can the y ou ngsters be mad e 
to d o their homework ? 
Sort ou t the v ariou s q u estions 
and worries 
and , 
accord ing 
to 
Changing Times, 
the 
Kiplinger 
magazine, y ou probably will find 
that y ou hav e three specific gripes 
abou t telev ision as it affects chil­ 
d ren: 
1. Med iocre programs. 
2. Too mu ch v iolence. 
3. No d o -it -y ou rself stimu lu s. 
Better than any other med iu m, 
telev ision cou ld encou rage y ou ng­ 
sters to mak e, bu ild , paint, sew or 
d o tilings, bu t few programs stim­ 
u late that sort of follow-throu gh. 
Any parent watching his child 
watch TV is bou nd to y earn for 
better -fare. 
Originally , 
parents 
thou ght that thi 
problem wou ld 
solv e itself. They felt that a f t e r 
a y ear or so of liv ing with the 
set, the k id s wou ld get bored bv 
it and wou ld tu rn again to play ing 
ou td oors, acq u iring hobbies, read ­ 
ing. 


SAD TO SAT, it hasn’t tu rned 
ou t that way . A su rv ey mad e in 
Ev anston. 111., is ind icativ e of the 
trend . In 1950, when TV was still 
y ou ng, Ev anston child ren of ele­ 
mentary school age spent 21 hou rs 
a week in front of the TV screen. 
Last y ear these same child ren, 
with at least 36 months of TV be­ 
hind them, were spend ing 23 hou rs 
week ly with telev ision. 
Stop blaming the prod u cers and 
sponsors of programs for all the 
trou bles. They are merchants of 
entertainment, 
gu id ed 
by 
what 
they think the pu blic wants. If 
the d emand is for horrow tales, 
that is what they will su pply . When 
the d emand begins to reflect more 
d iscriminating taste, the produ c t 
will get better. 
Meanwhile, d on’t get mad at the 
k id s. Ten-and elev en-y ear-old s 
lov e 
blood -chillers and whod u nits, as 
well as Westerns. Teen-agers steep 
themselv e in ev ery thing from so­ 
phisticated d rama to lu rid y arns of 
passion and traged y . 
The k id s ju st d on’t know any 
better. If they d id , they wouldn't 
be k id s any more 
The k id s can’t help themselv es, 
and the TV ind u stry is hog-tied 
by au d ience su rv ey s and prefer­ 
ences, so the main grou p left to 
d eal with the problem is parents. 


PARENTS CAN be div ided into 
fou r d ifferent classifications 
ac­ 
cord ing to their attitu d e abou t tele­ 
v ision. This is the way a Harts- 
d ale, N. Y., ed u cator — long a 
stu d ent of TV and children — 
brack ets them. 
Ty pe No. 1 The adamant won’t- 
hav e -it -in -the -hou se -ty pe par­ 
ents. They early perceiv e the men­ 


ace that TV can be, and they 
stand firm against it. It nev er 
crosses their threshold. 
Ty pe No. 2 The we -know -best 
parents. They bring the set into 
their home and then proceed to 
control it with an iron hand. Turn 
it on when Papa say s y es; turn 
it off when Mama say s so. 
Ty pe No. 3. The absolutely en­ 
thusiastic ty pe. These parents wel­ 
come telev ision as tht answer to 
ali their child 
raising problems. 
Members of this group are prone 
to say , “ We nev er hav e to worry 
where the kids are when they ’re 
watching telev ision.” 
Ty pe No. 4. The let’s- make- the* 
best - of- it parents. They realize 
that TV is here to stay They 
recognize it as hav ing a great 
potentiao for communication, en­ 
lightenment and education. They 
try to use it sensibly . 
Ty pe 4 parents are probably the 
most realistic and therefore hav e 
the best chance of weathering the 
TV crisis successfully . 
If y ou are about to buy a set, 
the first thing y ou should do is 
call a family council. 


FACE THE PROBLEM squarely 
before the set arriv es, and there 
will be 
fewer 
argument ‘ later 
Agree on answers to these ques­ 
tions? 
Where should we put it? In the 
liv ing room the set inev itab’y will 
dominate the routine of the en­ 
tire household. In the play room, 
the den or the dining room, it is 
less conspicuous. 
When can it be turned on? Cut­ 
off hours should be definitely es­ 
tablished so there are no argu­ 
ments about bedtime and home­ 
work. 
Which programs should we look 
at? 
This calls for 
l o n g and 
thorough discussion. Find out in 
adv ance which programs are good. 
Preselection can prev ent later con­ 
trov ersy , but don’t be hidebound 
about it. 
Who's in charge? If responsi­ 
bility is fix ed ahead of time, dis­ 
putes will be less frequent. 
If y ou now own a set, y ou may 
hav e a different and harder prob­ 
lem to lick — the reforming of 
present bad habits, including y our 
own. The guidance m u s t come 
from y ou. You hav e to take the 
initiativ e and set a good ex ample 
If y ou hav e been looking at the set 
to the ex clusion of ev ery other 
worth-while activ ity , then what do 
y ou ex pect y our children to do? 
GIVEN GOOD v iewing 
habits 
and decent programs, TV can be a 
wholesome influence on children 
From book publishers and libra­ 
rians hav e come encouraging re­ 
used can stimulate children’s read­ 
ing. The dean of a Detroit music 
conserv atory 
reported 
recently 
that TV has boomed demand for 
piv ate music lesson in the home. 
Many schools, realizing that they 
can’t ignore telev ision, hav e wov ­ 
en it into the curriculum. They 
encourage classroom discussion of 
worth - while programs. They base 
research projects, scrapbooks and 
field trips on special - assignment 
TV programs, such as the Science 
Show. 
What’s wrong with telev ision, 
any how? The answer is that noth­ 
ing is wrong with telev ision. There 
is plenty of ev idence, though, that 
TV can be wonderful if enough 
people — particularly parents — 
work to make it so.

ï)r. J ordan 
cu ssing sciatic- in general'terms 
The sciatic nerv e passes d own 
the back of the leg from the bu t­ 
tock s to the heel. Inflammation of 
this nerv e or tru e sciatica can 
come from any one of many cau s­ 
es. 
inclu d ing 
d iabetes, 
certain 
k ind s of v itamin d eficiencies or as 
a complication of arthritis of the 
spine. 
When the sciatic nerv e is su b­ 
jected to pressu re, either where it 
comes ou t of the spine itself from 
some d iseased cond ition there or 
from inflammations in the neigh­ 
borhood of the nerv e su ch as a 
mu scu lar rheu matism or ev en some 
inflammation or d isease within the 
abd ominal cav ity itself. Tu mors can 
prod u ce sciatic pain. 
Infection elsewhere in the bod y 
lik e an abcessed tooth, sometimes 
appear to be responsible. When­ 
ev er the cau se can be d iscov ered 
and remov ed or treated , improv e­ 
ment u su ally resu lts. 
Controlling d iabetes, remed y ing 
v itamin d eficiency or remov ing an 
abcessed tooth may bring abou t 
complete relief from the sy mptoms. 
How’ev er, sometimes 
the 
cau se 
cannot be fou nd at all or these 
measu res fail. 
Some cases of sciatica are ap­ 
parently prod u ced by a hernia of 


a cartilage-like substance ly ing be­ 
tween the v ertebrae. This is some­ 
times called the “ disc.’* 
If, as is too often the case, no 
cause can be discov ered, the in­ 
jection of a local anesthetic or salt 
solution may reliev e the pain. Man­ 
ipulation, together with other meas­ 
ures of phy sical therapy , are often 
useful. Special ex ercises and X- 
ray treatments hav e also been em­ 
ploy ed with success.

When Joseph N. Welch, special 
counsel for the Army , q u estioned 
McCarthy ’s right to withhold the 
officer’s name. Jenk ins said Mc­ 
Carthy was ju stified . Bu t Jenk ins, 
special cou nsel for the McCa rthy - 
Army hearings, d id n’t go into the 
deeper problem inv olv ed : 
1. Did this officer v iolate a law 
by cond ensing 
into a 214-page 
“letter” the 15-pa^e FBI memor­ 
andum to the Army on its inv esti­ 
gation into espionage at Ft. Mon­ 
mou th, N.J.? It’s not clear y et 
whether he v iolated a law or 
didn’t. 
If it is stated by the Ju stice 
Department that this man d id v io­ 
late a law, will McCarthy still re­ 
fuse to name him? That wou ld pu t 
him in the position of cov ering u p 
for a law v iolator. 
2. Was McCarthy himself in v io­ 
lation of any law (1) in receiv ing 
su ch information and <2) in at­ 
tempting to mak e that information 
pu blic at the Senate inv estigation 
in order to bolster his charge the 
Army was 
lax 
in Commu nist- 
hu nting? 
For. althou gh he was chairman 
of the Senate committee inv estiga­ 
ting commu nism in the gov ern­ 
ment, McCarthy had nev er been

McCarthy 
say s 
his officer-in- 
formant’s motiv es were entirely 
patriotic in giv ing him the informa­ 
tion.

b lu ntly. No gifts of Cadillacs, no 
special $37.50 a day “ advisory” 
jcb s for lab or leaders who wou ld 
switch their u nion insu rance to the 
company, no lu sh parties and no 
gay vacations in Florida as prem­ 
iu ms for the premiu m b u siness. 


THIS COMPANY, 
owned 
b y 
u nions and rank-and-file memb ers 
cf the AFL and CIO has fu rnished 
“extensive qu estionnaires and de­ 
tailed data to insu rance depts and 
a congressional committee.” 
“ We shall continu e to give ou r 
u nqu alified su pport to investiga­ 
tions which aim to eliminate u n­ 
desirab le practices and persons,” 
the company’s officials 
said 
in 
Baltimore. 
Why was su ch a company b y­ 
passed oy some lab or officials? It 
was lau nched 
b y 
lab or 
people. 
Practically every b ranch and div­ 
ision of lab or is represented in the 
stock ownership, which was float­ 
ed right fxom the AFL b u ilding in 
Washington in 19 25. 
To prevent control of the com­ 
pany from passing to a few stock­ 
holders, the nu mb er of shares of 
capital stock which any one trade 
u nion or any individu al inside la­ 
b or can hold was, and still is, 
restricted to a tiny percentage of 
the stock issu e. 
No one can sell his stock withou t 
first offering it b ack to the com­ 
pany. 


TO STOP COMBINES from seiz­ 
ing control, a b oard of directors 
of 30 was set u p—and no two mem­ 
b ers of the b oard can represent 
the same national or international 
u nion. 
Fu rthermore, New York was se­ 
lected as the first state in which 
to operate — b ecau se its state in­ 
su rance laws are the tou ghest in 
the land. And only when t h e s e 
rigorou s standards were met did 
the Union Lab or Life Insu rance 
Company expand its b u siness into 
other states. 
The company limits its dividends 
to its stock holders so it can pay 
greater retu rns to individu als and 
grou p policy holders. Therefore, all 
company earnings not needed to 
strengthen the reserves or to pay 
the limited dividends to stockhold­ 
ers are retu rned to the pol i c y 
holders.

Do n t plant o r so w seed if the 
so il is to o wet. Let a mud ball tell 
y o u when it’s tim e to begin pre­ 
paring the so il in y o ur vegeta ble 
garden this spring. A lo t o f gar­ 
deners, anxio us to get started, are 
go ing Ux get under way to o so o n, 
sa y s the o ld gardener. 
Such early birds are likely to 
begin o peratio ns when the so il is 
still to o wet.

Q — Is there any way to make 
screws “bite” in wood or plaster 
holes which have become too larg e? 
A — Yes. Roll steel wool into 
a long , narrow wad and force it 
into the hole with a pencil. The 
screw’ will turn into the steel wool, 
taking a firm g rip. 
Q — My roof has been repaired 
several times recently , but new 
leaks continue to appear. How can 
this be corrected so that I can rely 
on the roof to keep out rain? 
A — Your trouble is that y our 
roof is so old and weathered that 
patching is futile and y ou need a 
complete reroofing job. H. R. Snoke
